The present “play-off” system in 
vogue in Canada’s two ‘pro hockey, 
leaguer, Western Canada and Na- 
tional, wae the outcome of a little 
thinking on the part of one of the 
Patrick boys. 

These innovations are only @ few 
of the many instances thet could be 
cited of how hockey in Canada was 
developed to such 4 high place 
through the intelligent thinking of 
Frank end Lester Patrick 

With the entertainment of the fan 
always in mind, the Patricks spent 
many a sleepless night trying to de- 
vise some new rule that would im- 
prove professional hockey Their 
patrons were quick to grasp the ait- 
uation, and it speaks much for the 
judgment of these two great hockey 
moguls that not one of their revi. 
sions met with disapproval 

Coast League Passes 

After operating the Pacific Coast 
Hockey League from the winter of 
1911-12 until 1923-24, the Patricks 
decided to cast in their lot with the 
Western Canada Hockey League this 
winter to form one of the strongest 
and most powerful unions in the 
histery of Canadian hockey. 

Lester Patrick was born at Rum- 
mondville, Quebec, about 60 miles 
east of Montreal. His Brother Frank 
first saw the light of day in Ottawa, 
Ontario, Their parents are both liv- 
ing and reside in Victoria, B.C
